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Council  Goes  on  Record 

in  Support  of 

GPO  Microform  Program 


The  Depository  Library  Council  to 
the  Public  Printer  has  gone  on  rec- 
ord endorsing  the  Microfrom  Pro- 
gram of  the  Government  Printing 
Office.  The  following  is  the  text  of  a 
letter  from  the  Council's  Chairper- 
son, Mr.  Peter  J.  Paulson,  to  the 
Public  Printer,  Mr.  Thomas  F.  Mc- 
Y)rmick: 

^  "The  Depository  Library  Council 
to  the  Public  Printer  has  reviewed 
the  test  results  of  the  Government 
Printing  Office  microform  pilot  proj- 
ect. We  have  also  studied  carefully 
the  proposals  of  the  Public  Printer 
to  continue  the  Microform  Program, 
which  places  greater  emphasis  on 
securing  and  distributing  microform 
copies  of  non-GPO  documents. 

"The  Council  feels  strongly  that 
this  Microform  Program  should  pro- 
ceed as  proposed  by  the  Public 
Printer.  Gaining  access  to  publica- 
tions for  the  use  of  the  American 
people  is  the  primary  objective  of  all 
depository  librarians.  The  Microform 
Program  will  be  an  important  step 
towards  achieving  this  objective. 
Having  the  document  in  hand,  re- 
gardless of  format,  is  the  ultimate 
objective  of  the  system. 

"The  Council  has  unanimously 
endorsed  the  enclosed  resolution 
hich  is  respectfully  submitted  for 
,  Jur  consideration." 

The  text  of  the  resolution  is  as 
follows: 


Whereas: 

The  purpose  of  the  Depository  Li- 
brary Council  to  the  Public  Printer 
is  to  advise  the  Public  Printer  and 
the  Superintendent  of  Documents 
on  matters  dealing  with  the  De- 
pository Library  Program,  and;

The  members  of  the  Depository 
Library  Council  to  the  Public  Printer 
represent  the  library  profession  of 
the  United  States,  and; 

Whereas: 

The  duly  appointed  members  of 
the  Depository  Library  Council  to  the 
Public  Printer  are  acutely  aware  of 
the  information  needs  of  the  public 
which  the  library  profession  serves, 
and; 


Whereas: 

The  goals  of  the  Microform  Pro- 
gram of  the  Government  Printing 
Office,  as  set  forth  in  the  Public 
Printer's  letter  of  July  7,  1976,  to 
the  Chairperson  of  the  Joint  Com- 
mittee on  Printing  and  in  the  final 
report,  "Test  Results,  GPO  Micro- 
form Pilot  Project,"  June  30,  1976, 
are  fully  supported  and  endorsed  by 
the  Depository  Library  Council  to  the 
Public  Printer,  and; 

Whereas: 

The  conversions  of  "non-GPO 
documents"  to  microformat  by  the 
Public  Printer  will  bring  about  ex- 
panded bibliographic  control  of  Gov- 
ernment documentation  in  an  effi- 
cient and  economical  manner:  the

Questions  and  Answers     Depository  Library 

Council  to  Meet 


Q.  Nancy  Lufburrow,  who  is  Docu- 
ments Librarian  with  the  State  Uni- 
versity at  Potsdam,  New  York,  asks 
why  parts  of  depository  series  on  oc- 
casion turn  up  in  SELECTED  U.S. 
GOVERNMENT  PUBLICATIONS  but 
not  on  shipping  lists.  She  cites  HE 
20.81 14/3:W84,  CONTEMPORARY 
WOMAN  AND  CRIME,  and, 
C  13.53:6,  COLOR  IN  OUR  DAILY 
LIVES. 

A.  Ideally,  most  of  the  time  this 
kind  of  thing  does  not  occur.  How- 
ever, given  the  huge  volume  of  mate- 
rial handled  by  GPO  Sales  in  down- 
town Washington,  D.C.,  and  by  the 
Library  and  Statutory  Distribution 
Service  in  Alexandria,  Virginia,  on 
occasion  it  does  happen.  If  deposi- 
tory librarians  will  bring  such  errors 
to  our  attention  as  soon  as  noticed, 
we  will  do  our  best  to  correct  the 
situation. 

Q.  "Do  you  only  get  complaints  at 
GPO?"  asks  a  Maine  librarian. 

A.  No,  we  do  get  some  kind  words 
on  occasion.  The  following  letter  sort 
of  capped  the  year  1976  for  us:
